OIL PIPE LINE TO BE 
BUILT THIS SUMMER 


$8,000,000 236 Mile Line to Pass 
Through This. Section — Work 
Starting At: Once from Gorham 


Surveying has been going on 
for some time on the 236 mile oil 
pipe line to be built this summer 
from Portland to Montreal. A large 
crew with equipment hag been as- 
sembled at Gorham and the first 
lot of pipe is expected this week. 
Itis understood that craws of about 
250 men each’ will work east and 
west from Gorham, The estimated 
cost of: the line is $8,000,000, and 
fhe work is scheduled for comple- 
tion by Oct. 1, 

The route of the pipe Hine ex~ 
tends from South Portland to Beth- 
el hy the way of Raymond and 
North Waterford where it is said 
that pumping stations will be lo- 
eated. The line proceeds west from 
Bethel through Gorham and Lan- 
caster, N. HL, across northern Ver- 
mont and into Canada. It is re- 
ported that other pumping stations 
will be established at Gorham and 
Riverton, .N H., West Burke, Vt, 
St. Cesaire and Highwater, P, Q. 
All stations will be operated by 
electricity except those at West 
Burke and Highwater, which will 
be run by Diesel engines. At each 
pumping station there will be a 
30,000 barrel storage tank, 

This line is being constructed 
now on account of the shortage of 
oll tankers, and much time will be
